For over 20 years, Ivan Bullock has been an active multi-instrumentalist and community arts patron 
for underground and experimental music. A classically trained violinist, his modern musical 
journey began in Tokyo. The first project "Mystral Tide" performed at numerous events in Japan, 
Europe and Australia, including with Tokyo's "Seij minus aC" at Leipzig's Wave-Gotik-Treffen in 
2002. Returning to Australia in 2003, he established a decade-long series of concerts (Enzyme), 
including events for the Melbourne Fringe Festival, all to showcase and expose dozens of 


independent Australian perimental musicians. For over two decades he has recorded and 
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performed as "Minorarc", the music shifting from synth-heavy darkened electronica, into the lands 
of progressive metal and post-rock. An expression of despair and regret, crafted through piano- 
driven melodies, non-traditional song structures, and a wide variety of stringed instruments. 

In 2023 Minorarc released its fourth full-length album, “Inclusions”. An instrumental work 
summoning elements of modern metal and djent to portray emotive unease, offset through the 
reverberant and powerful effects of classical piano, the warmth of orchestral pads, and delicate
